reached until late this afternoon. 


**Hardin was a messenger of the Adams 
Express Ce., runaing between Cincinnati 
and Nashville og the I. 4 N. In November, 
1892, two packages of money were sent to a 
Galveston firm from New York. Wells, Fargo 
& Co, delivered ® packages, containing 
together $35,000, to the Adams Express Co. at 
Cincianatl. . 

It Was carried from Ne York to Cinein- 
nati dy the Wells-Fargo company, and was 
there turned over to the Adams, veing in 
Hardin’s custody from Cincinnati to Chat- 
tanooge or Birmingham. At one of these 

ints it passed again to the control of the 

elle-Fargo company, and was by it for- 
warded to its destination at Galveston. 

Upon its arrival there and the discovery 
thatit had been robded and staffed with 
trash the consignees fell back upon the ex- 
press companies foran explanation. The 
Wells-Fargo people at once took the ition 
that the money had been abstracted during 
the comperatively brief period of its cus- 
toay by the Adams, while the latter com-

THE MATTER WILL PROBABLY BE TAKEN 
INTO COURT FOR ADJUDICATION. 


What the Different Companies Earn— 
Oppesite Views Taker by (City Coun- 
seler Marshall aud Ex-City Counselor 
Bell Make a Court Deeision Necessary 
—Comptrelicr Sturgeon’s Position! 


Up to date the Edison Illuminating Oo. has 
made no payment of s per cent of its gross 
receipts tothe city as provided for in its 
franchise. Comptroller Sturgeon is now 
preparing to test the recent opinion of 
City Counselor Marshall, which holds that 
the company is liable on all business done 
except that resulting from furnishing light 
and power under contracts 2176 and 2178. The 
result will be watched with much interest, 

The trouble in collecting anything from 
the Edison company will be that it will claim 
that all its business is done under the con- 
tracts named which the company became 
owner of when it absorbed the Municipal 
company, with whom the contracts were 
made by the city. To find the line of demar- 
cation between Municipal aad Edison will be 
the task. The company acknowledges tnat 
it has made extensions as the Edison, and 
this business would seemto come under the 
law at least. 

But according to Attorney Leverett Bell, 
the attorney for the &t. Louis Blectric Light 
and Power Co., which is the only company 
that has paid a cent into the Treasury since 
180, all the companies are Mable under the 
general ordinance. He s ays it is impossi- 
ble to make a contract which will 
annull or even modify an ordinance. 
Especially would these contracts have no ef- 
fect when assigned to a company, which has 
acknowleged its obligation to pay 5 per cent 
of its gross earnings, by accepting the con- 
ditions of the general ordinance and putting 
up the $20,000 penal doasd. If the Edison 
didn’t derive some benefits, it 16 asked. 
why dd they ask for this new franchise? 
Why not have just continued under the con- 
tract with the municipal? The answer is 
that the whole deal was to gain a perpetual 
franchise. This was tacitiy admitted to a 
Post-DisPaTCH reporter dy Broker James 
Campbell one of the largest shareholders in 
a recent interview.

Appar · 
ently he thought better of this resolution and 
decidgd to attempt to convinee the police 
and others that he was led to take part in 
the crime by other criminals more experi. 
enced than he. Morgan said that he was out 
of money and out of work, and he was 
tempted by the visions of gold and silver 
held out by the others. Morgan’s partial 
confession made last night is substantially 
as fellows: 
MORGAN 's STATEMENT. 

Jam a cloth-weaver from Reading, Pa. 
I came to st. Louis, because I could find no 
work elsewhere, I had only a few dollars 
when I came here, and that sum was soon 
gone. I drifted to the saloons on Market 
street. I do not drink, Dut I had no other 
place to go. While I was there I met several 
smooth, sleek-looking individuals who told 
me that money was plentiful. They said there 
was lots of money in the country and 


all that a man had to do was to get it. The 
finally got into a dispute with me and 
stru one of them. 


and if not succeed, 
would kill myself. I would have done 
it, too, if I had deen given the chance. It 16 
wel known that our plans failed. If the 
othtrs had done as they said they would do 
we would have had the money or we would 
have been killed trying to get it.

Mn. GORMAN says no one has authority

There are three of these in London and 
one in Glasgow with two more in process 
of construction. The one in London 
which was constructed under the boring 
system cost £267,000 per mile and is oper- 
ated by electricity. 

Mr. Parsons finds that an underground 
railway operated by steam, even with the 
best ventilation, would be intolerable 
here. Arailway with a steady, frequent 
service can be operated successfully and 
economically by electricity. It has a 
comfortable atmosphere, and it can be ar- 
ranged soas toavoid great changes in tem- 
perature. Foreign engineers say that keep- 
ing the rail level as close to the surface as 
possible is best, and that excavating from 
the surface is safer and cheaper than tun- 
neling, but if conditions demand a deep 
tunnel can be constructed, for which the 
circular form is preferable. An under- 
ground road can be so designed as to be 
attractive in appearance, and the work of 
making it can be carried on through «a 
busy street without endangering build- 
ings or seriously impeding travel, 

Should the astonishing growth of St. 
Louis continue it is likely that before 
many years have passed we may begin to 
talk about putting our street railways un- 
der ground,and the experience of the New 
Yorkers, who are now contemplating sub- 
terranean transit, will be of value to us.
